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Silver Outlines New Philosophy 
On Future of World Zionism

KANSAS CITY— (NJP)—Jews and non-Jews who have been 
hailing the emergence of the Jewish state as likely to bring a 
stabilization in the relations of Jews outside of Palestine in the near 
{uture had a sobering word this week from Rabbi Abba Hillel Silver, 
4 major political architect in the creation of Israel. 


In an impromptu speech at the Central Conference of American 
Rabbis 59th annual convention, Dr. Silver, a recent past president 
~ Of both the CCAR and the Zionist Organization of 

America, issued a word of caution on the tendency 

of the present thinking in regard to Israel. 

“Israel is intended for the Jewish people in all 
parts of the world,” he said, feeling his way as 
he spoke, “including this part of the world.” He 
declared that his reading of the coming eco 
nomic struggle led him to believe that world 
Jewry would undergo many tribulations and 
that they would not be limited to any one area 

of the globe. 

Whether this suggestion indicated the new rationale of the ZOA 
jeadership could not be determined immediately but it was consid- 
ered a disturbing note thrown into the growing chorus of those who 
envisage a peaceful and almost unanimous outlook of U. S. Jewry 
in connection with Israel. 

Dr. Silver’s remarks appeared to be a contrast to those of an- 
other major speaker at the CCAR conclave, Rabbi Philip Bernstein 
of Rochester, who told the assembled rabbis that “politically the 
proclamation of the new State clarifies the position of the Jews 
jiving in countries other than Palestine.” 

Rabbi Bernstein said that the staunch resistance of the 
Israeli had created new respect for Jews throughout the world. 

Rabbi Silver approached his appraisal of the future of the Amer- 
jean Jewish and World Jewish communities with a critical comment 
on “those who have reduced the concept of Israel to a home for 
the Jews there now, and the few hundred thousand Jewish DPs.” 

He said he believed that Israel would develop into a “great 
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Jewish nation.”

The CPZ said the caucus 
would be held at 9 p. m. Friday, 
July 2, the opening day of the 
four-day ZOA _ convention § at 
which President Emanuel Neu- 
mann was expected to be re-elect 
ed. The new opposition group

OPPOSITION CHARGES ZOA MADE INTO 
TOOL TO FIGHT ISRAEL SOCIAL GAINS 


NEW YORK—The Committee for Progressive Zionism, for- 
mal opposition to the present Zionist Organization of America 
Administration charged this week that the present leadership 
has allied the ZOA with “the reactionary wing of the World 
Confederation of General Zionists.” 

“A few men, imbued with reactionary economic principles, 
and a few others intent on personal power regardiess of the 
platform on which it is achieved, have turned the ZOA into a 
weapon designed to fight social and economic progressivism 
in Palestine,” the group charged. 

The group cited the “Pittsburgh platform,” adopted by the 
ZOA in 1918, which called for ownership and control of the land 
in the Jewish state and of all public utilities by the whole peo- 
ple; that cooperative principles should be applied as far as pos- 
sible in the organization of all agricultural, industrial, commer- 
cial and financial undertakings; and that “the fiscal policy 
shall be framed so as to protect the people from the evils of 
land speculation and from every other form of financial oppres- 


sion.” 











TEL AVIV, Israel—Rumors flooded Israel this 
week about a reported peace feeler from one of the 
Arab invaders and about the outlines of the prelim.

A “leading Arab state” has put out peace feelers 
to Israel, it was learned here this week from a most 
feliable source, the Jewish Telegraphic Agency re- 
Ported. A prominent Palestine Arab, a political foe 
of the ex-Mufti of Jerusalem, has been in Tel Aviv

The World News service said that the Security 
' was studying the draft of Bernadotte’s peace 
drawn up after the UN Mediator had held 


separate conferences on the Island of Rhodes with 
Jewish and Arab experts. 

The rumor was that Bernadotte’s plan was a re- 
vival of the discarded federalization proposal favored 
in principal by the British and rejected by the United 
Nations Special Commission on Palestine. 

Other sources said that Bernadotte’s plan actually 
dealt only with minor phases of Israeli-Arab differ- 
ances and that he hoped by winning agreement on 
secondary disputes to move on to the more basic 
differences. 

Bernadotte was expected to ask for an extension 
of the truce beyond July 9 to get more time for his 
program. Israeli sources expected Arabs te violate 
the truce soon on a large scale. 


The Egyptians broke it on a smaller scale last 
week by firing on a Israeli food convoy headed for 
a settlement in the Negev. An Egyptian plane also 
fired on a UN observation plane piloted by U.S, 
Army Air force Col. Michael Martin of Bluefield, W. 
Va, 

An Egyptian announcement that the strafing 
of the plane was a “mistake” drew from Martin the 
report that his plane was marked so plainly that 
“there was no chance of mistaken identity” in the ine 
cident. 

Bernadotte, apparently bowing to Arab arrop- 
ance, accepted the Egyptian explanation of the at- 
tack on the UN plane. The Egyptians also bombed 
two Jewish settlements in southern Palestine.

Clear Cut Destinction 

He said the new state divides 
Jews into those who live or will 
settle in Palestine as citizens of 
Israel and those who, choosing to 
remain in other countries, will 
give them undivided political al- 
legance. 

“American Jews will be 
beund by obligations defined in 
the Constitution of the United 
States,” he said. “They will 
have no alternative, they will 
seek no alternative but to obey 
the law.” 

He admitted the theoretical pos- 
mibility that the new relationship 
might in the future involve Dias- 
pora Jewry in conflicts of feeling 
“put that is no new thing. Jews 
have fought against Jews in many 
wars, as have Catholics and Prot- 
estants against their co-religion- 
ists.”

Beacon of Hope 

But for Rabbi Bernstein the 
impact of the new state on Jew- 
ish and non-Jewish relationships 
was a beacon of hope. 

“The attitude of the world 
teward the Jews has changed in 
the past six months,” he said. 
“People never respect the weak 
and the cringing. Experience has 
taught us that pity does not last 
tong.” He cited the reaction of the 
world toward the DPs.

They have won universal re- 
spect even from their enemies.

COUNCIL CONDEMNED; CCAR 
MEMBERS URGED TO RESIGN 


KANSAS CITY— 


(NJP)—One of the sharpest atacks ever made 


on the American Council of Judaism was leveled at the 59th an- 
nual convention of the Central Conference of American Rabbis, rep- 
resenting the reform rabbinate from whose ranks came the original 
sponsors and founders of the Council. 


However, a proposal from the 
floor asking for a motion that 
all members of the CCAR fol- 
low the advice of Rabbi Philip 
S. Bernstein and drop out of the 
the Council was not entertained 
by the CCAR president Rabbi 
Abraham J. Feldman, who was 
residing. 

“The Council is being properly 
abandoned by the rabbis who or- 
iginally established it,” Rabbi 
Bernstein asserted. “It remains 
essentially an empty shell alleg- 
edly for the preservation of Juda- 
ism by some of the least religious 
Jews in America.” 


Rabbis Should Resign 

“If the American Council for 
Judaism does not of its own free 
will go out of business because 
of the stubborness of one rich 
man, every rabbi still associated 
with it should publicly resign 
from it as some have already 
done,” the Rochester rabbi said. 

It was understood that he 
meant Lessing J. Rosenwald, 
pressident of the Council, as the 
“one rich man.” 

Rabbi Bernstein charged that 
the Council was the only organ- 
ization “of any note” which has 
world and we too are its bene- 
ficiaries. Rarely, certainly in 
modern times, have so many 
Jews owed so much to so few.” 

He warned that non-Isrealis 
must not interfere in the inter- 
nal affairs of Israel, adding ‘that 
“at the moment this is not as 
simple as it may seem.” 

All Must Help 

“The new state has just been 
born,” he said. “It is struggling 
to survive. We are all involved 
in that struggle and must help 
in every possible way including 


material, moral support and 
guidance.” 
But he insisted that “the 


trend and the direction must 
be toward complete dissocia- 
tion of the non-Palestinian Jew- 
ry from the political affars of 
Israel. On the other’ hand, 
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not accepted the unity of Ameri-_ 
can Jewish life “forged out of 
reality.” 

Council Should Quit Now 

“It ought now to go out of busi- 
ness without delay,” he said. “It 
is” bankrupt in everything but 
money. It built its program for 
the resettlement of displaced per- 
sons around the Stratton bill and 
has ended up in a bill which in 
effect excludes the Jews.” 

He accused the Council of 
seeking to thwart the will “of the 
overwhelming majority of 
American and world Jewry. 
That it attempted to set up its 
desires above the wishes of the 
displaced persons themselves is 
something which neither they 
nor Jewish history will ever 
forgive.” 

He suggested a program of ac- 
tion for the Council based on the 
history of American colonists 
who opposed separation from 
England, “who stoutly maintained 
their convictions but lost.’ 

“History was against them. 
They accepted their defeat and re- 
attached themselves to the com- 
munity,” he said. 








the government of Israel must 
scrupulously avoid the giving 
of instructions to citizens of 
other countries.” 

Among the _ fundamental 
changes he foresaw in Jewish 
life were a change in the func- 
tions of the Jewish Agency for 
Palestine and a é “complete 
change” in the character and 
structure of the World Zionist or- 
ganization, “moving in the direc- 
tion of becoming an assembly of 
FRIENDS OF ISRAEL, made up 
largely, if not entirely, of non- 
Palestinians.” 

ZOA Warned 

“The Zionist Organization of 
America will probably undergo 
similar changes,” he predicted, “It 
must clearly avoid the danger of 
appearing to be the agent of a 
foreign power, The experiences of 
the German bund and the Com- 
munist party make such risks 
painfully clear. There will have 
to be similar adjustments in fund- 
raising procedures to avoid con- 
flicts with the United States 
Treasury Department over the 
collection of funds here for a for- 
eign power.” 

Rabbi Bernstein suggested 
that eventually the political

that “in time to come, we hope, 
there will be little or no justi- 
fication for political activities. 
The party groupings will cease 
to have a meaning outside of 
Palestine.” 

‘What will the new Jewish 
state contribute to American 
Jews? Certain large contribu- 
tions have already emerged,” he 
said. 

Character Transformed 

“The character of the Jewish 
people in its own eyes and in the 
sight of the world has been trans- 
formed. For centuries Jews were 
hunted and hounded. They were 
the victims of fate, never its mas- 
a ae 

“Today, there is a new Jew— 
our brothers have fought with 
the heroism and faith of the Mac- 
cabbees, Above all else their brav- 
ery created the Jewish state. 
Their rights were not given to 
them — in the last analysis no 
rights are ever given; they are 
achieved, they are won by strug- 
gle, as freedom was achieved in 
the United States and England.” 

The Rochester rabbi also sug- 
gested that the synthesis of east 
and west achieved in the Jew- 
ish commonwealth might be 
“something of a bridge between 
those two worlds.” 


Change For U. S. Jews 

He said that with the coming 
change in the status of Diaspora 
Jews, the character of American 
Jewish community life would be 
changed. 

“Overseas campaigns will dim- 
inish in their demands and sig- 
nificance, Zionist activity will be 
reduced to philanthropic and edu- 
cational. What will happen to 
our Jewish leaders who have 
built the Jewish part of their lives 
largely around drives and Anti- 
Semitism?” 

Rabbi Berstein suggested that 
the forthcoming vacuum will pre- 
sent “a historic opportunity to 
our synagogues and to their lead- 
ers.” Given the vision, determina- 
tion and preparation, he said, “the 
synagogues can assume a pri- 
mary role in American Jewish 
life. The rabbis can again devote 
themselves primarly to religion.” 

The 59th CCAR convention 
was noteworthy for the almost 
total ‘absence of any indication 
that Zionism was any longer a 
controversial issue in the re- 
form rabbinate, once the lead- 
ing fount of Anti-Zionism. 


Rabbis H. J. Schachtel of Hous- 
ton and Nathan Perilman of New 
York, who have been absent from 
CCAR conventions for the past 
few years were present for this 
one. 

The appearance of Schachtel, a 
once staunch anti-Zionist, and 
Perilman, who was one of the 
original sponsors of the Ameri- 
can Council for Judaism but nev- 
er held membership, was accepted 
without comment.

CCAR Supports 
Vigorous Liberalism 


KANSAS CITY—(NJP)—Net- 
ing that “not in many years have 
the liberal forces in this country 
been under as severe attack as 
they are today,” the Central 
Conference of American Rabbis 
adopted this week a set of reso 
lutions placing the reform rabbis 
squarely in the progressive camp 
of American political life. 

The 400 rabbis, meeting at the 
CCAR 59th annual convention, ac 
cepted the recommendations of 
its Commission on Peace and Jus- 
tice under the chairmanship of 
Dr. Julius Mark of Nashville, 
rabbi-elect of Temple Emanv£l 
of New York City. 

Repeal Taft-Hartley Law 

They urged adoption of a pro 
gram of civil rights for all Amer 
icans regardless of race, color or 
creed; international cooperation 
through the United Nations; re 
peal of the Taft-Hartley labor 
law; democratization of ou 
armed forces and changes in the 
army court-martial system; Tre 
moval of partisan politics from 
the administration of atomic et 
ergy, enactment of low cost fed 
eral housing laws and elimination 
of attempts “to suppress civil 
liberties” through such legislation 
as the Mundt-Nixon bill. 

The resolution on military com 
scription and universal military 
training in peacetme reaffirmed 
the reform opposition to thos 
proposals but took notice of the 
passage of the 1948 draft law. 

“We strongly urge that every 
effort be made to democratiz 
the armed forces through the 
reform of the court martial 
procedure along the lines of 
civilian justice, the abolition of 
caste privileges and the elimin- 
ation of racal segregation,” the 
resolution said.

Restrictive Covenant 

TORONTO, (JTA)—The fight 
against antiSemitism in Canada 
suffered a severe blow here when 
Justice L. M. Schroder of the On- 
tario Supreme Court handed down 
a verdict upholding a restrictive 
real estate covenant. The ver- 
dict disputed and ran counter to 
a previous decision by another 
Ontario Supreme Court justice 3 
years ago which declared such a 
contract illegal. 

The ease was brought to court 
by a Christian woman who wish- 
ed to sell a piece of property in a 
resort area to a Jew, despite the 
fact that the deed carried a ban 
on resale to Jews and Negroes. 
Her neighbors opposed her plea 
that the covenant be voided. Jus- 
tice Schroder’s decision stated 
the case before him differed from 
the earlier on in that the property 
involved this time was not resi- 
dential but resort and that the 
restrictive covenant was limited 
to 14 years rather than to an in- 
definite term. 


Nazi Labor Camp 
Officials To Die 

WARSAW (WNS)-—Two §for- 
mer officials of labor camps, Al- 
exander Grabowski, a Pole, and 
Friedrich Lindner, a German, 
have been sentenced to death for 
war crimes. Grabowski and Lind- 
ner, who were in charge of slave 
labor camps in Czarkow and Bie- 
zarnow’ respectively, were de- 
scribed by witnesses as “brutal 
sadists” who took an active part 
in the executions of hundreds of 
Jews, 
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This couple are Hungarian 
Jews returning home after a 
hard day’s labor on their 11- 
acre poultry farm they are de- 
veloping with the aid of a loan 
from a local credit cooperative. 
Since last March the coopera- 
tive, financed by the Joint Dis- 
tribution Committee and Hun- 
garian Jews, has helped Ste- 
phen Beres and his wife, of 
Veseca, Hungary, and 4,710 
other Jewish artisans, trades- 
men and farmers to find their 
way back to security and self- 
support. 





Mrs. Myerson Named 
Israel Envoy To USSR 


TEL AVIV (WNS)—Mrs. Gol- 
da Myerson, member of the Pro- 
vincial Government of Israel, has 
been appointed Israel’s represen- 
tative to the Soviet Union, the Is- 
raeli Government announced this 
week. 

Mrs. Myerson, now in_ the 
United States on official business, 
will return to Israel soon and then 
depart for Moscow. Pavel Ivan- 
ovitch Yershov, who was ap- 
pointed Soviet diplomatic envoy to 
Israel, is expected to open the 
Russian legation in Tel Aviv 
shortly.

NEW YORK—(JTA)—The City 
Council, by a 16 to zero vote, ap- 
proved this week a recommenda- 
tion that Prof. William E. Knick- 
erbocker be relieved of his posi- 
tion as chairman of the Romance 
Languages department of City 
College because of “reprehensible 
and unworthy conduct.” 

A sub-committee of the Council

say that “powerful and influen- 
tial Jewish organizations have 
shrewdly and cleverly enlisted 
the support and influence of 
many prominent non-Jewish 
citizens and non-Jewish reli- 
gious groups. Most informed 
persons in this country, how- 
ever, know that the sustaining 
force back of this movement is 
our Jewish friends.” 

Dr, Israel H. Weisfeld, rabbi of 
Congregation Shearith Israel and 
president of the Dallas ZOA, said 
he was not surprised by Gossett’s 
use of his franking privilege “to 
blacken the motives of Jews seek- 
ing to help unfortunate refugees.”

Placement System 
Urged For CCAR Rabbis 


KANSAS CITY—(NJP)—Dr. 
Louis L. Mann of Chicago pro- 
posed to the Central Conference 
of American Rabbis a system of 
pulpit placement for rabbis and 
congregations affiliated with the 
Reform or Liberal congregations 
of Judaism. 

The Chicago rabbi suggested 
program to be administered joint- 
ly by the CCAR and the Hebrew 
Union College-Jewish Institute of 
Religion in a bid to avoid “the 
extremism of anarchy, on the one 
hand, and the extremism of hier- 
archy on the other.”

1. A man ought to love his wife 
as himself, but honor her more 
than himself. 

2. If a man cannot afford to pro. 
vide his wife with maintenance, 
she may ask the Jewish Court to 
compel him to grant her a di- 
vorce, 

3. As mentioned above, the wife 
has the right to say to her hus- 
band, “I do not want any mainten- 
ance from you, and my earnings 
will belong to me.’”” The husband 
has no such choice, 


4, Even a poor man ought to 
provide his wife with food and 
clothing and shelter no less than 
what the average people of the 
community that he lives in enjoy. 

5. In addition to providing full 
maintenance for his wife, a hus- 
band ought to give to his wife a 
certain sum of pocket money each 
week that she may have for her 
own personal use, 

6. Jewish Law provides sex hy- 
gienic rules to be observed by the 
wife and the husband that ad- 
vance the health of both and par- 
ticularly that of the wife. Some 
of these rules are now being 
adopted and recommended by the 
most advanced medical authori- 
ties. 

It is my firm conviction that 
those who are genuinely inter- 
ested in safeguarding and in ad- 
vancing the position of women 
ought jealously to preach the ob- 
servance of Orthodox Judaism. 
Jewish Law has certainly given 
the fair sex a fair deal.

Hard To Explain 
Bronston did not indicate how 
the apparent unanimity of these 
statements justified his contribu- 
tion to a Zionist fund. 


Kanner took the same stand, 
remarking that the Council, “as 
well as myself, has at all times 
adhered to and supported what- 
ever stand was taken by our gov- 
ernment.” His letter failed to deal 
with the fact that the Council has

Peron im- 
mediately instructed his officials 
to release the detained Jews and 
grant them the necessary papers, 
He also promised the delegation 
that he would legalize the status 
of those Jews in Argentina who 
do not possess the required identi- 
fication papers, and advised the 
representatives of “Israelita Ar- 
gentina” to look into this mat- 
ter. 


Peron also authorized granting 
Arieh Chill, Jewish Agency rep- 
resentative in this country, a 
more permanent status than that 
of tourist, which was the classifi- 
cation under which he was ad- 
mitted to the country.

DP Health Tested 


For Israel Life 


NEW YORK — Physical exam- 
inations are planned for 200,000 
European DP’s, men, women and 
children by the end of 1948 as 
part of a program to clear the 
healthy for immigration to Israel 
and to start treatment for the ail- 
ing, the Joint Distribution Com. 
mitee announced this week. 

Importance of the medical 
checkups was heightened when 
Israeli representatives decided 
that only applicants with health 
cards from the JDC would be con- 
sidered for emigration, JDC offi- 
cials said. 

The first visit by the five-man 
teams of doctors, specialists and 
nurses was made to the Arzberg- 
er camp in Austria. Of the 440 
DP’s examined there, 155 had 
recognizable physical defects, Offi- 
cials said 92 needed dental care, 
six were tubercular and 57 were 
ordered to get more specialized 
testing.

Rabbi Silver’s New Zionist Philosophy 


Y his extemporaneous talk at the conven- 

tion of the Central Conference of Ameri- 
can Rabbis last week in Kansas City, Rabbi 
Abba Hillel Silver probably revealed for the 
first time in a public address his own thinking 
on the future of Zionism. 

Rabbi Silver’s viewpoint does not necessar- 
ily conflict with the views of the majority of 
American Jews which is that after Israel is 
secure, there will be no connection from a poli- 
tical standpoint between the Jews of Israel and 
the Jews of the United States. 

However, the timing of Rabbi Silver’s talk, 
coming right after Rabbi Philip Bernstein had 
laid down a series of points beyond which he 
felt American Zionists should no go in their 
connection with Palestine, may be said to have 
suggested an opposing viewpoint. 

Basically, Rabbi Silver repeated the classical 


Zionist principal that Jews are homeless in 
every land. “Israel is intended for the Jewish 
people in many parts of the world, including 
this part,” Rabbi Silver declared, with meaning, 

“My reading of Jewish history,” he told the 
convention, “indicates that world Jewry wil] 
undergo many tribulations in the coming strug. 
gle for economic power,” a struggle that would 
not be limited to any one area of the globe, 

Theodore Herzl’s activity was predicated on 
precisely that approach to the status of Jewry, 
To Herzl, however, the establishment of a Jew. 
ish state meant the solution to the problem of 
world Jewry. 

Rabbi Silver, always an honest and cour. 
ageous thinker, may be making new Zionist 
history. Much depends on what he may Say in 
the future in elaboration of his feelings on that 
basic issue, 


The ZOA Convention This Weekend 


HE argument of the opposition Committee 

for Progressive Zionism that the issue of 
the relationship of American Israel to Pales- 
tine Israel has not been and will not be ade- 
quately discussed in time for action at the Zion- 
ist Organization of America convention this 
week-end cannot be accepted. The suggestion, 
too, that a special commission be named to 
study the problem and report back later to the 
organization also is not valid. 


This viewpoint presupposes that the ques- 
tion is highly complex and that there is a wide 
division of opinion. This is not the case. Almost 
every Zionist official has committed himself 
clearly to a break on the political level. Except 
for the statement by Rabbi Abba Hillel Silver 
before the Reform Rabbis convention in Kan- 
sas City, there has been no hint of differences 
of such a nature that the convention would be 
unable, after a fair discussion, to make a de- 
cision. 


As to the program of the ZOA for the future, 
that is obviously a good deal more complicated. 
Also that issue will depend on the answer to 


the question of the precise outlines of relations 
between U. S. and Israel Jews. 

There is a possibility that the convention may 
not have enough time to study this question 
thoroughly and there is some argument for a 
commission to study the issue. But even here 
the commission could be guided by the senti- 
ment developing among the delegates, 

The theory that a convention cannot decide 
a complex question won’t stand up under an. 
alysis, This is a convention of Zionist leaders, 
not of the rank-and file. Regardless of whether 
the question has been discussed in official cir. 
cles and whether the viewpoints of the leader. 
ship has been made public, Zionist leaders have 
been studying the problem not for weeks but 
for years. Their feelings can be crystallized 
clearly enough by thorough convention debate 
to permit an accurate recording of their conclu- 
sions. 

It is in this phase of convention operations 
that the opposition can prove to be exceedingly 
valuable. The existence of an opposition is a 
guarantee that all sides of the issue will be 
presented to the delegates, 


Why Hillel Foundations Are Vital to U. S. Jewry 


O more convincing argument of the im- 
N portance of Hillel could be found than 
the figures in the report on religious work in 
American universities submitted to the Cen- 
tral Conference of American Rabbis in Kansas 
City last week. 

This report contained the amazing figure 
that fully half of the Jewish population of the 
U. S. between the ages of 18 and 21 is en- 
rolled in American colleges and universities. 
For the state of New York, the percentage 
soars to the almost unbelievable figure of 70 
per cent. 

Add to these statistics the historical fact 
that under normal conditions the community’s 
future leadership—Jewish= and non-Jewish— 
comes in large part from the college popula- 
tion and it can easily be understood that the 
future of American Israel rests on the effec- 
tiveness of Hillel, 

If Hillel is of such significance, it behooves 
Jewish leadership to make sure that Hillel is 


made as successful as possible. A first step 
might be a commission of national experts in 
the field of education and religion to study the 
operation of Hillel foundations and make 
recommendations. 

Establishment of such a survey body would 
not by any means signify that B’nai B'rith 
had failed in this field. The truth is that Hil- 
lel is the best B’nai B’rith function today. In 
fact, such a survey would actually be a boon 
to B'nai Brith. It would emphasize that 
through B’nai B'rith alterness, the American 
Jewish comunity was given one of its most 
important instruments for its well-being, pres 
ent and future. Were it not for B’nai B'rith, 
it could be said with certainty there would be 
no such vital movement on American cam- 
puses as Hillel. 

The survey also would awaken the Jewish 
community to the real service of our Hillel 
Foundations and make indelible the facts of 
Hillel’s value to that community. 


CCAR Ducked Issue of Pulpit Placement 


Conference of American Rabbis hesitated 
again on the basic issue of authority in Reform 
Judaism. 

This time the unwillingness to take a definite 
stand developed on the question of placement. 
Under the present system, a rabbi, a friend of 
the rabbi, a congregation, a member of the con- 
gregation or even a newspape®—as in the case 
of The National Jewish Post—can serve as the 
principal factor in placement. 

Practically all in attendance at the CCAR 
meeting agreed on the need for reform but 
the convention ended without action. The clear- 
cut demaid expressed by those who partici- 
pated in discussion on the problem will prob- 
ably serve as a spur to eventual action. 

Rabbi Louis Mann read a comprehensive 
statement at the sessions but the Committee on 
Placement and Ethics which he heads had no

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NOT BERGSONITE, SAYS COLUMBUS 
ZIONIST BACKING BEN HECHT PLAY 


Editor, National Jewish Post: 

In your issue of June 18, there 
js a column under the title Co- 
jJumbus Bergsonites Revive “A 
Flag is Born’ for Irgun Aid. I 
hasten to inform you that this 
statement is grossly exaggerated 
and is not in keeping with the 
truth. The Ohio Medical Supply 
Committee for Palestine is not 
an Irgun affiliate. 

The fact of the matter is that I, 
the chairman of this committee, 
am duly a registered member of 
the Zionist Organization of Amer- 
ica. I have been on the National 
Administrative Committee for 
many years, and this committee 
came into being for the simple 
reason that our Zionist group was 
totally inactive during this hour 
of emergency. 

My associates and myself felt 
that something concrete and posi- 
tive should be done for the Yishuv 
and the embattled warriors of the 
Haganah and the Irgun. In our 
appeal, we emphasized the fact 
that we are non-political and that 
our aim is only to collect medical 
supplies for Palestine. Besides, I 
do not believe that now is the 
time to quibble about ideological 
differences between the Haganah 
and the Irgun. Both groups give 
of their life blood for the defense 
of Israel. 

The play “A Flag is Born” 
makes excellent propaganda and 
I feel it would enhance our posi- 
tion and certainly improve the un- 
standing of our non-Jewish 
friends of the entire Palestine is- 
sue. 

Incidentally, may I add that the 
Zionist Organization of America 
revoked its opposition to this 
play, and in view of the fact that 
there is an amalgamation of the 
Haganah and the Irgun in Pales- 
tine, why stress the differences 
here in this country? 

Now is the hour to proclaim 
loudly to the world and to our- 
selves that there is only one peo- 
ple indivisible and united during 
these crucial days of our history.

little hollow. 

Measured against the ‘Irgunist 
attack on Israeli troops, the Irgun 
announcement that it was again 
going underground (this time’ not 
against British troops but against 
the people’s army of Israel) and 
the Irgun’s call for violent over- 
throw of the first Jewish govern- 
ment in modern history, Dr, Ab 
ramson seems incredibly unin- 
formed. 

Dr. Abramson’s specific mis- 
statements of fact have been an- 
swered elsewhere in this issue by 
Shoolem Ettinger, president of 
the Ohio Valley Zionist region, in 
which Dr, Abramson holds his 
ZOA membership. But we should 
like at this point to nail down a 
few hard facts for Jews who in- 
sist on enjoying their vicarious 
thrill at the news of Jewish fight- 
ing, regardless of who does the 
fighting and at whom the guns 
and bombs are aimed. 

1. It is an utter falsehood to 
bracket Haganah and Irgun on 
the same military and political 
level. The Haganah is a people’s 
army, representing almost every- 
one capable of bearing arms in 
Israel. By proclamation it has be- 
come the official army of Israel. 
The Irgun is a self-appointed band 
of dissidents responsible to no one 
but its own leadership which has 
openly announced its intention of 
maintaining a separate political 
and military organization where- 
ever there is fighting outside of 
the borders of Israel. The political 
implications of that announce- 
ment can be best understood by 
the realization that the Israeli 
army has done ALL of its fight- 


ing against the Arabs outside the 
borders of Israel. 

American Jews who wish to 
aid the Irgun can’t be stopped, 
but they should know that they 
are supporting a dissident army 
composed of some of the most 
violent spirits in Jewish life, who 
have repeatedly made _ crystal- 
clear their contempt for the mas- 
sive, bit-by-bit labors that have 
built the Jewish state from a des- 
ert. There is nowhere in Israel a 
single farm or building or settle- 
ment built by Irgun labor. 

2. Let us have an end to these 
amazing statements that “some- 
thing should be done for the 
Yishuv,” with their clear impli- 
cation that the hundreds of thou- 
sands of loyal Zionist workers 
are sitting around and sucking 
their thumbs while the Yishuv 
fights on alone. These cracks, 
common to all offshoot groups 
which have never been able to 
win democratic support in Zionist 
organizaticns, are a blasphemous 
insult to the memory of all the 
Jews who have worked so faith- 
full for the Jewish state and to 
the name of those workers for 
Israel who lived to see it pro- 
claimed. 

3. Why do these citizenry al- 
ways find it necssary to set up a 
new organization when they de- 
cide they want to help Israel? 
Where have they been all these 
years? Specifically, has Dr. Ab- 
ramson heard of Hadassah’s mag- 
nificent work and that Hadassah’s 
aim also is “to collect medical 
supplies for Palestine” and that 
they have a good deal of experi- 
ence in doing so? If Zionists have 
erred at all in this respect, it is 
hardly in failing to provide 
enough instruments to supply 
Israel with everything that loyal 
Diaspora Jews could provide. 

4. We will leave it up to Dr. 
Abramson to explain why he and 
his “group of loyal and devoted 
Zionists” are defying the pleas of 
the ZOA leadership and of the 
provisional government of Israel 
by helping to collect funds for 
the Irgun, We also want to know 
how Dr. Arbamson resolves the 
dual loyalties of helping to stage 
an Irgun play, with his member- 
ship on the executive of the Com- 
mittee for Progressive Zionism, 
which has announced that it will 
battle to the limit to prevent U.S. 
Jewish aid to any dissident fight- 
ing groups in Israel.—B. G. 





RABBI URGES COLUMNIST COHEN 
TO STAY IN NON. TECHNICAL FIELD 


Editor, The National Jewish Post: 
It is to me a source of con- 
stant amazement, and concern, 


that some laymen presume to 
make sweeping statements in con- 
nection with religion and reli- 
gious observance without having 
taken the trouble to acquire the 
indispensable prerequisite knowl- 
edge. It is doubly disconcerting 
to behold a columnist in your 
newspaper such as Mrs. Cohen 
pontificate on matters of Jewish 
religious ritual and ceremony 
when admittedly she bases her 
observations solely on bits of in- 
formation gleaned at random. 


I do not intend, at this time, 
to discuss the flippant remarks 
she has made in reference to the 
dietary laws, for example. For 
if I were, I fear that I would cast 
Serious doubt upon Mrs. Cohen’s 
aptness as a student if she really 
has “studied the 613 Command- 
ments.” I simply mean to in- 
quire: What is it that impels a 
person obviously untutored in the 
basic fundamentals of our faith 
to break into print with slighting 
remarks about time-honored and 
time-hallowed laws of our tradi- 
tion, where that person would cer- 
tainly hesitate to speak so “au- 
thoritatively” on other matters of 
much less importance? 


I do not for a moment gainsay 
Mrs. Cohen’s right to state her 
views on Jewish matters, as she 
has in the past, as they impress 
the mind of an enlightened wom- 
an of the 20th century. It might 
be interesting to note such re- 
actions, But when she begins to 
invade the field of the theologian 
and the Bible scholar, I say— 
take care! It would be compar- 
able to my issuing statements in 
connection with astronomy or 
some such study. That is not my 
field, and I would not dare print 
my views on such subjects before 
having spent long and hard years 
in serious preparation. 

Ah, but our religion seems to 
be different somehow in this re- 
spect, There everyone is an ex- 
pert, everyone an authority. This 
is a lamentable misfortune not 
only in the case of Mrs. Cohen 
but of all self-styled, self-appoint- 
ed “authorities.” Scarcely does 
a rabbi finish rendering a deci- 
sion on some problem of Jewish 
law or tradition, when he is con- 
tradicted by several “experts” 
who disagree at once with the 
rabbi’s views.

Here Are The 
What spevific elements went 
‘ato the home background of 
aese Jewish students? Here are 
urther facts collected in the 
@tudy on just that point: 

i. Thirty per cent of the stu- 
lents had received no religious 
nstruction at all. For the others, 
Talmud Torah and Sunday School 
iad the most graduates, 39 per 
‘ent each. Private instruction, 
Teshiva, Yiddishist school and 
aig school covered the rest. 

2. In answer to the question 
“Have you read any books of 
Jewish interest during the past 
year?” more than 75 per cent 
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said they had not and 10 per cent 
listed no answer. The 15 per 
cent that said they had concen- 
trated their reading on Zionism 
and Palestine. 

3. “Almost half the Jewish 
homes received no Jewish or 
Anglo-Jewish newspaper, _ peri- 
odicals or magazines.” The New 
Palestine appeared in 24 per cent 
of the homes for the best read 
(or at least best-subscribed) pe- 
riodical. But 41 per cent of the 
homes read Life regularly 

Don’t Ask Them 

4. Asked for the names of five 
Jews who exerted the greatest 
influence on Jewish history, no 
less than 43 per cent either could 
not or would not list a single 
name. 

5. Asked for five dates in Jew- 
ish history of greatest conse- 
quence for Jews, no less than 70 
per cent either could not or would 
not list even one. The top vote 
of 14 went to 1492. Only four 
had heard of the Balfour declara- 
tion or thought it worth listing 
and only five appeared acquaint- 
ed with the date of the Exodus 
from Egypt. 

Slight Confusion 

6. Asked what they consid- 
ered the most important principle 
of Judaism, 33 had no answer and 
27 listed monotheism. Scattered 
votes were cast for loving one’s 
neighbor, to the chosen people 
concept, to ethics, to the coming 
of the Messiah, dietary laws.

Seven favored the scapegoat 
theory, five voted for jealousy. 
The attitude of the Jew toward 
his fellow-Jew as a cause for 
bigotry got three votes. Only 
two listed lack of a Jewish 
homeland. 

For cures, 37 per cent plumped 
for education and 21 per cent 

just didn’t know. Ten per cent 
favored the establishment of a 
Jewish state and six per cent 
wanted better understanding 
among racial groups. Four 
thought unity among Jews was 
the answer and three would set- 
tle for eradication of rabble 
rousers. 

Noting the conflicts in logic of 
some of these answers, one can 
only remark that Jewish youth 
is as confused as its elders.

_~ \ THREE-LEVEL BASIC PROGRAM 
TO REALLY EDUCATE U. S. JEWRY 


R the last several weeks I have given consideration in this 

corner to the new vistas which opened up for Zionist activity 
jn this country with the creation of the State of Israel. In this col- 
umn, the last in the series before the ZOA convention, perhaps I 
can summarize, briefly, the challenge and the prospects. 

Whatever artificial distinctions may at one time have existed 
petween Zionist education and Jewish education, these have now dis- 
appeared, From now on Zionism, to American 
Jews, represents the method and the means of vita- 
lizing Jewish life in America. All our best efforts 
in the field of Jewish education nothwithstanding, 
Jewish life here is pale, anemic and hardly inspir- 
ing. The creation of a Jewish State, we have said, 
would enrich American Jewish life, and provide it 
with cultural and spiritual inspiration and foster 
creative Jewish living. It becomes the function of 
the Zionist Organization to translate these wishes 
into reality. 

There will continue, of course, a major eco- 
nomic interest on the part of American Jews in Is- 
yael, but it is the extent to which Israel has meaning and value 
to us which is of primary concern. The Zionist motivated pro- 
gram of positive survivalism must be carred out on three planes, 


FIRST, ON THE LEVEL of adult Jewish education. The neg- 
ject of adult education has been criminal, and an almost complete 
vacuum exists. There is no organization or agency which has done 
any effective work in this field, though many have dabbled in it. 
Enough has been done, in large part by the ZOA Educational Depart- 
ment, to indicate that where a genuine effort is made on an organ- 
jzed and systematic basis, great achievements are possible. After 
all, Jews are a literate and an intelligent people, and though we have 
been influenced by the general American love of mediocrity and the 
pursuit of the ephemeral, we are not wholly lost. 

With proper organization, we have been able to raise millions of 
dollars for our causes: with effort and determination we have en- 
rolled hundreds of thousands in our ranks. Similar organization 
and effort are required to stimulate Jewish thinking and love of 
Jewish values among our people. Classes and study groups, schools 
and forums, movies and radio programs, books and pamphlets, 
music and art, will not come about merely as the result of wishful 
thinking or the passage of resolutions. They must be created, and 
for this there must be thorough organization and direction. 


THE SECOND LEVEL is that of education for our children. 
Fortunately, here there exists a network of agencies and institutions 
which have been doing heroic work in the face of great obstacles. 
The values and the realities of Israel must be brought into the 
channels of American Jewish education, again vitalizing and enrich- 
ing the significance of Judaism for the youth, 

Young eople do not easily understand the past unless it is direct- 
ly related to the present and to that which is familiar to them, either 
from personal experience or from observation. How many more 
young men and women have been awakened to the realities of their 
relationship with the Jewish people as a result, say, of the “Exodus 
1947,” than of years of formal, conventional, colorless study? Study 
without inspiration is sterile; but even inspiration must be deepened 
by application, or it rapidly evaporates, 

The Zionist Organization must furnish the existing educational 
institutions with Israeli-based inspiraton and incentive, on both the 
national and local level. Again, the opportunities are limitless, 
Many of them I discussed last week. We have prided ourselves 
on the handful of Zionist camps which annually reach a few hundred 
boys and girls—quite oblivious of the fact that there are over 500 
Jewish camps in the United States, offering fertile ground for the 
propagation of Jewish values. The ZOA Education Department hag 
this year for the first time, on a systematic basis, offered its educa- 
tional facilities to all these ecamps—and the response has been pa 
thetically and thirstily eager. 











THE THIRD LEVEL is that of general public relations on the 
American scene. Millions of dollars are spent annually .on futile 
“good will” efforts and on telling the non-Jews of the great “Jew- 
ish contributions to civilization.” The State of Israel is a living dem- 
onstration of Jewish culture and creativity, and our best public re- 
lations can be achieved in bringing about general understanding and 
appreciation of that State. 

The Zionist Organization should take the leadership in bringing 
about the creation of chairs of living Hebrew culture at all the major 
colleges and universities in the land; thus ‘far we have a handful of 
“Semitics Departments” specializing in archeology and ancient his- 
tory. Palestine must be taken out of the museums; it is no longer 
an archeological exhibit. It is a model of democracy and economic 
progressivism; it is the home of a living, throbbing, creative culture, 
with rich overtones. How excited we become when Habimah brings 
to these shores four plays in Hebrew, though, alas, hardly represen- 
tative of contemporary Israel. This is but scratching the surface. 
A major educational and public relations program, designed to place 
living Jewish culture in its proper perspective, will do more to win 
for us the respect and the esteem of our neighbors than all the med- 
als which we award our friends, or billboards and advertisemenis 
with which we plead for tolerance. 


AN EDUCATIONAL PROGRAM carried out on these three lev- 
els will constitute a revolutionary change in Zionist program—but 
nO mere. radical than is dictated by the turn of events. Heretofore 
w have been intent on saving refugees and doing something for Pal- 
estine; from now on the motivation must be in behalf of American 
Jewry itself, 

Here, then, in meager outline, is a program for Zionist stimu- 
lated Jewish education. It is a program for the ZOA convention 
to authorize and encourage without stint, ; :

Together they may come to an 
understanding that it’s about 
time there was a quota on the 
production of rabbis, like wise 
parents who say: “It’s not how 
many but how good our children 
are. Three well-fed children are 
much more desirable than a doz- 
en whom it is hard to keep well- 
fed.” . 

There are more rabbis of all 
kinds than the American Jewish 
community can take, Orthodox 
rabbis, Conservative, Reform. 
Various Orthodox seminaries 
have been turning them out in 
numbers, competitively with lit- 
tle thought of the future of Juda- 
ism in America which tends to 
the left of strict Orthodoxy 

The Conservatives, in their 
various shades, have been pro- 
ducing more and more rabbis, 
in accordance with their kinds, 
as if there could be no end of 
the need for more rabbis; as 
if the number of American 
Jews to be served by Torah 
were forever to increase, 

In Cincinnati, the Hebrew 
Union College has been giving 
to Reform about a dozen rabbis 
each year and the Jewish Insti- 
tute of Religion in New York

Jews in the United States 
shouldn’t have to support a doz- 
en theological seminaries when 
three or four could supply all 
the rabbis American Jewry real- 
ly requires.

It all came back to Mr. Zilch 
when the Anshe Giborim Yeshi- 
vah asked him for $100,000 for 
the sake of more rabbis.

ee De Valera, Arthur Griffiths and Michael Collins were 
_« the leaders of the Sinn Fein Irish Rebellion against Britain 
after the First World War. The British and British-inspired press 
called them worse names than what the most rabid British paper 
calls the Jews today. But finally Lloyd George gave in and invited 
De Valera to a conference. 

England offered the following terms: partition of Ireland, 
with the larger section in the South to be the Irish Free State 
and the smaller section in the north to become another state, 
both to enjoy Dominion status. De Valera refused; he would 
be satisfied with nothing less than full-fledged Republic of 





Ireland in an undivided country. 
Griffiths and Collins agreed and most of their 
them—or, 


party backed 
at least, so they claimed. Griffiths and Collins proceeded 

to set up an Irish Free State. De Valera proceeded 
* to organize the Irish Republican Army for fighting 
that state. Griffiths and Collins saw a challenge to 
their authority and felt they had to uphold the 
newly-born Irish Free State by strict measures. 
Michael Collins once sentenced a-close friend of 
his to be hanged, and sat up all night praying while 
waiting for the news that the execution had been 
carried out. The rebels finally got Collins and 
killed him. 

URING that bitter fratricidal struggle one 
D side called the other bad names. But Grif- 
fiths and Collins never called De Valera a Fascist, and De Valera 
never called Griffiths a Quisling. I am sure they would not stop 
at such terms, had they known them. But in the early twenties, 
Mussolini was still a nobody in Italy and Quisling just a tzutzik in 
Norway. Ben-Gurion’s and Beigin’s adherents today are fortunate 
in having a wider choice of epithets to hurl at each other. The 
Irgun’s favorite nickname for Weizmann is “Petain.” 

For a long time De Valera’s I.R.A. was a secret army drilling 
in the dark and making trouble. Finally De Valera came out into 
the open as a political leader and got himself elected Premier, a 
post he held for a number of years. 

Looking back over these twenty-five 
tory—-what did De Valera accomplish by 
killing Irishman? 

Ireland is still partitioned. The detachment of Eire from 
the British Empire came gradually, as a result of a peaceful 
act, years after the fratricidal war in the country subsided. 
So the killing of Irishman by Irishman was useless and un- 
necessary.

AM mentioning the facts of Ireland so we could get a proper 
I perspective of the situation in Israe}. I don’t believe that Beigin 
is a fascist and I certainly don’t believe that Ben-Gurion is a traitor. 
But Ben-Gurion is the constitutional Premier, elected by as demo- 
cratic a process as is possible in Palestine under the circumstances 
and recognized by the vast majority of the population of Israel, in 
cluding most of his opponents, as the head of the constitutionally- 
éstablished government. 

The best service we can render here to Israel in this respect is 
20 desist from supporting the Irgun with our money. Do you want 
10 finance a fratricidal war in Israel? The more money you give to 
Ben Hecht, the greater are the chances of Jew killing Jew in Pal- 
estine. 

One may hope that time will cure this disease, as time has 
finally cured it in Ireland. One may also pray for better state- 
manship on the part of the Israeli government to help along. 

I am sure that the primary guilt in this case lies with the Ir- 
gun probably more with Peter Bergson and his crowd than with 
Beigin. I noticed that Beigin in Tel-Aviv never speaks and acts in 
quite the irresponsible and unscrupulous manner that Peter Bergson 
does in New York. Peter’s coming to Tel-Aviv sure was no help. They 
claim that there had been a deal between the Israeli government 
and the Irgun for the former to look the other way. One hears so 
many of these charges and counter-charges of breach of faith be- 
tween Irgun and Haganah that one must be wary of them. 

But, even assuming that the claim is 100% true, how could 
“a government—any government-—-look the other way, when the 
thing is done in broad daylight in the capital city under the very 
eyes of the U.N. observer? We all believe that Bevin agreed to 
look the other way when the Mufti escaped from his villa in Paris. 
But the Mufti’s plane did not land in Trafalgar Square in London 
at lunchtime! Either those Irgunists were stark crazy or they went 
out of their way to embarrass the government! 

That does not mean that when Rabbi Berlin accuses Ben * 
Gurion of high-handed action, he is talking through his yar- 
mulke. Ben-Gurion’s main faults are that he is high-handed 
and erratic. When I was in Palestine, there was a public scandal 
because Ben-Gurion, without consulting his colleagues, removed 
Israel Galili from his post as commander of the Haganah. At 
the first National Loan meeting at the Habimah Theatre on 
May 9, Galili was given a much greater ovation than Ben-Gur- 
ion, upon which he proceeded to deliver a much better address 
than Ben-Gurion. Today i see that Galili is Deputy Minister of 
War — deputy to Ben-Gurion. 

I don’t know what bearing that has on the fight with the Irgun, 
»but it is encouraging to see a young man in his thirties occupy a 
responsible position in the government of which not one member of 
the cabinet is under fifty, and some are over seventy. Israel today 
is a nation of young heroes, and the more this fact is registered in 
the government, the more the government will be representative of 

the people. Incidentally, I notice that when Galili conducted the op- 
@rations against the Irgun, the day after the tragedy on the beach, 

he Palmach managed to occupy the Irgun headquarters and disarm 
the Irunists without inflicting a single casualty.

Three Separate Friendship Trains 
Pushed by Rival Jewish Groups

CHICAGO—(NJP)—Plans for Friendship Trains for Israel were being pushed in three cities this 
week by dozens of Jewish organizations operating in an uproarious atmosphere of mixed signals 


and uncertain routes. 


Out of the confustion in New York, Philadelphia and Chicago, only one definite action emergeg 
since the Friendship Train idea was first proposed by the Jewish War Veterans and cancelled at 


the request of the United Jewish 
Appeal on grounds it would in- 
terfere with the current UJA 
drive. (NJP April 23). 

With considerable ceremony, a 
first section of 17 freight cars 
of an “Aid to Israel Free- 
dom Train” pulled out of 
a Chicago station Sunday, 
headed for New York 
and Israel. 

In Philadelphia, plans were an- 
nounced for a Friendship Train 
with the backing of Drew Pear- 
son, originator of the idea, and 
the support of scores of Jewish 
organizations, 

But Philadelphia sponsors were 
reported totally confused over op- 
position to the plan, which they 
said came not from the UJA but 
from Israeli representatives. 

In New York, where sponsors 
of a Friendship Train had an- 
nounced they were going ahead 
despite open UJA_ opposition, 
plans were reported advancing 
rapidly. The UJA apparently had 
dropped its threats of an inves- 
tigation. 

Part of the confusion in sig- 
nal-calling was over the role 
of the UJA in the different train 
plans. The Chicago train was 
sponsored by the Chicago B’nai 
B’rith Council and in the group 
attending the ceremony Sunday 
was Peter Sampson, general 
chairman of the 1948 Combined 
Jewish Appeal, Chicago arm of 
the UJA. 

Morris Alexander, past presi- 
dent of the Chicago BB Council, 
told The Post that the UJA ap- 
proved the Chicago Train with the 
stipulation that solicitation of 
material for the Train end by 
June 21. He said that was the 
date for the opening of the 
Combined Jewish Appeal drive in 
Chicago. 

It was understood that the 
UJA had apparently decided to 
make the best of the sitation 
and give its approval to Friend- 
ship Trains on the basis of 
such atpuiations, 









An added touch to the Chicago 
picture was a statement by Ir- 
ving C. Bilow, an official of the 
Combined Jewish Appeal, that 
the Appeal took no stand on 
the train. 

Philly Meeting Postponed 

In Philadelphia, when the con- 
fusion appeared greatest, Moshe 
Dove, who is in charge of the 
Philadelphia Train without an of- 
ficial title, told The Post that a 
general meeting of all interest- 
ed organizations set for July 1 
had been .postponed, 

Dove said he was going to New 
York and to Washington to con- 
fer with officials of Americans 
for Haganah, and Eliahu Epstein, 
minister of Israel to the U.S., to 
learn if statements attributed to 
Epstein that Israel did not need 
the help of the Friendship Train 
was true. 

“We are all mixed up by sev- 
eral events that took place,” 
Dove said, ‘‘and we want to check 
them before we go ahead.” 

Dove said he had not heard 
about UJA opposition to all 
Friendship Trains and that the 
UJA had not attempted to 
reach Philadelphia Train spon- 
sors to express its opposition. 

He said the Train would be 
cancelled at the request of either 
the UJA or Israel. 

The Philadelphia Train was or- 
ganized by several groups, spear- 
headed by the Federation of Pal- 
estine Jews. They included Ha- 
poel Hamizrachi, Mizrachi, Ha- 
shomer Hadati, the American 
Veterans Committee, the Coun- 
cil of Rabbis (orthodox) and sev- 
eral businessmen’s groups. 


Dove said that Dr. Werner 
Feilehenfield, vice president of 
Service for Palestine. an agency 
of the Palestine Foundation 
Fund, had been invited to speak 
at the July meeting but withdrew 
under pressure from his super- 
iors.
